Rush County theatre goer* are in tor a 
unique treat when they attend the Rush 
County Players’ spring production of 
The Night of January Sixteenth '* The 
comedy-drama will be presented in the 
Rush County Courtroom, located on the 
third floor of the Courthouse 
The play is a courtroom drama, which 
concerns a murder committed on the 
"Night of January Sixteenth,” All the 
principal characters of a courtroom 
drama are there 
the prosecuting at* 
tom e), young, willing to gamble, and 
eager to advance hts own career , the 
defense attorney * older, more con­ 
servative and less flamboyant. and the 
accused • a young woman who seems to 
have had the perfect motive to commit 
the crime 
But when the director of the produc­ 
tion. Syd Kyle, and the play s producer, 
Jeff Hufford. sat down in the beginning lo 
plot out their project, the big question 
was "Where do we do it*” 
The answer seemed simple but wasn’t. 
Obviously, you do a courtroom drama in 
a locale that can be made to look like a 
courtroom , But w anting the most 
authentic set I mg possible. Jeff and Syd 
went after • and got 
our own county 
courtroom, through the cooperation of a 
great many Rush County officials 
Many details had to be arranged. and 
the fact that th-s was accomplished, is 
again testimony to the fact that Rush 
( oui)iv has lots of special people who 


work together lo make good thing* 
happen 
And because of them. good 
thing* will happen on the last two 
weekends of April, when the play is 
presented 
With the help of County commissioners 
Priest. Amick and VanNatta, and County 
Attorney Rick Levi. Ha- courtroom as a 
production set became a reality Much 
cooperation all along was evident from 
Judge Richard G. Pile and his staff, and 
the production staff was also quick to 
note the support of Dorothy Becrafl and 
Delilah Brumfield, both of whom will br­ 
and have been important contributors lo 
the play's success 
Those who attend the production will 
quickly note why the setting is important 
to this play, and there are many more 
unique features evident. 
Every courtroom story requires a jury 
• and "Sixteenth’s ” jury will be truly 
im partial. because it will lie composed of 
members of the audience 
As theatre goers enter the courtroom 
on each of the six nights of the play’s I tai, 
they will be asked if they are willing lo 
serve as jury members Krum those who 
say yes (and RCP hopes everyone will) a 
twelve man jury will be drawn These 
people will have the best seats in the 
house for they will enjoy the play from 
the juror's box 
When all "evidence” is presented and 
they are so charged, the jury will retire 
and cast their verdict, which will fie 


reported hack to the courtroom and the 
audience Then comes the factor that 
makes this play sn unique within itself - 
the cast is prepared lo perform either of 
two endings depending upon the jury’s 
verdict Thtiae who have seen this show 
tadore report that verdicts seem to be

Noted for sometimes speaking too 
quickly, the ambassador weighed each 
word carefully in an i n t e r v i e w 
Thursday with UPI He had just been 
reprimanded by British Ambassador

INDIANAPOLIS *UPD — Louisville Mayor Harvey 
Stoa ne has been asked to have sanitation workers be 
more careful in their operations so they stop polluting 
the Ohio River 
The request came Thursday in a concurrent resolution 
adopted by the Indiana Legislature It was sponsored by 
senators James Karns R Newburgh and Joseph O’Day, 
D Evansville, whose districts have suffered water 
problems because of wastes either dumped into the 
river upstream O' flushed from Louisville's sewage 
system 
“A Mi mile slug af toxic chemicals recently passed the 
city of Mount Vernon, the second water emergency to 
have occurred there within one week," the resolution 
notes The water pailiutton danger necessiated shutting 
down the city of Mount Vernon s water supply, reducing 
or closing major industries and cutting back water 
usage in the entire community" 
Hams, a geologist, inserted language in the resolution 
describing the spill as "chemicals used in pesticides, 
resins and flame resistant fabrics which were flushed 
from the Louisville. Ky , sewer system or dumped 
directly into the Ohio river." 
The resolution asks the city to "cease and desist 
dumping noxious, poisonous chemical contaminants into 
the Ohio River ” 
A copy of it is being sent to Sloane 


Evansville Suing Company For Pollution 


EVANSVILLE, Ind (UPI) — The City of Evansville is 
suing the FMC Corp for allegedly polluting the Ohio 
River 
Mayor Russell Lloyd told a news conference Thursday 
his city's water department spent more than 913,OU) to 
purify drinking water from the stream 
The West Virginia based chemical firm was accused 
of dumping about 70 tons of carbon tetrachloride into the 
river at South Charleston, W Va., in February. 
Lloyd did not specify the damages sought in a federal 
court suit.

Special Judge Bruce Bade of Blackford Circuit Court 
was to set a sentencing date for Bertram 


Bowen Signs Merit System Bill 
INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Gov Otis K Bowen signed 
a bill to reduce the non partisan nature of the state 
merit employe system despite a warning from the 
attorney general that it would ‘‘invite the restoration 
and compounding of the abuses of the spoils system.” 
The measure was one of two Bowen signed into law 
Thursday afternoon 
The bill, which Attorney General Theodore L Sendak 
had said was constitutional even though he did not like 
ii, allows state merit employes to seek local elective 
offices and allows local elected officials to be hired as 
merit employes

would 
invite 
the 
restoration 
a n d 
compounding of the abuses of the spoils system, by 
permiting merit employes to enjoy the merit system s 
protection from political firing — even though the act 
might permit political hiring — and simultaneously to 
enjoy the power of elected political offices,’’ Sendak said

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Juvenile Delinquency Problem In Rush County? 


By I IMM LEVI 
Often times, Rushville seems far removed 
from the problems of big cities, especially in 
relation to Juvenile delinquincy 
Rushville 
and Rush County residents do not seem to 
anticipate such problems, and as a result are 
sometimes unprepared to handle them 
However, the Juvenile arrest record in 
Rushville is rising, according to Assistant 
Police Chief Ron Cameron 
In 1174, SS 
Juveniles arere arrested In I STS, that figure 
rote to mg. and in IfTt. in juveniles were 
arrested These figures do no! include those 
charged with minor offenses who were given 
warnings by the Rushville Police Depart 
men! 


Now. in arrests in an mure year’s time 
does not seem completely out of line Rut the 
(ad remains that the figures are rising and 
that Juveniles are being arrested for crimes 
ranging from shoplifting to drug and alcohol 
abuse, to theft m d burglary 
According to records kept by the police 
department and released by Cameron » per 
cent of all assault and battery arrests were 
attributed to Juveniles 
Alcohol related 
arrests for Juveniles accounted for IS per cent 
of the total, and vandalism arrests recorded 
were charged loo per cent to Juveniles In 
theft arrests. IO per cent were recorded by 
Juveniles and IO per cent by Juveniles in 
burglary arrests These figures show that a 
problem does exist, whether the total number 
involved is in or I.in 


Assistant Chief Cameron explained that 
there are 
three procedures used when 
arresting a Juvenile, depending on the 
seriousness of the charge and the record of 
the individual 


‘'The moat lenient way of handling a 
Juvenile offender.” said Cameron. ”ls ban 
died in the police department office ” ’in that 
case, the officer investigating the complaint 
will usually explain the charge to the Juvenile 
and discuss with him the law in question.” 
Cameron stated "The parents are notified 
and the Juvenile in question is given a verbal 
warning,” be said This type of taw en 
forcement is only used in offenses that are not 
serious in nature 


In other cases, the Juvenile is arrested for 
the violation and is released to the custody of 
his parents 
He is then sent to Juvenile 
authorities at a later date 


In more serious arrests. Cameron ex 
plained that Circuit Court Judge ti Richard 
Pile is contacted in order lo obtain authority 
to incarcerate the juvenile offender in the 
County Jail Parents are naturally informed 
af this. as they are in the other two 
procedure* 


"A problem arising from this practice.” 
said Cameron, 'happens when the Jail is full 
In that case, the offender is released to his 
parents until he is taken before juvenile 
authorities ** Cam eron noted that this 


problem should he eliminated once the new 
jail is completed, as if will have separate 
quarters for Juveniles 


A police officer finds all types of attitudes 
and reactions from parents when their son or 
d Mg Her has been charged with a violation 
* 'U 
parents are interested and cooperative 
with us when a problem arises with their 
child, and are eager lo find our the truth and 
circumstances of the m atter.” explained 
Cameron 'But,*’ he went on. “sadly enough 
■some parent* don't seem lo care, and offer no 
advise or help lo their son or daughter in 
trouble ” Juveniles experiencing such an 
atmosphere at home are often the ones who 
are arrested again and again tm both serious 
and small charges 


However, parents causing the most trouble 
are those which Just can t believe that their 
son or daughter would be involved in a 
violation of a law Cameron nofed that these 
Juveniles too, are often ones who become 
repeat offenders Ile cited one traffic case 
where a juvenile was arrested lot a minor 
ottrnse running a slop sign The parent 
(ought the charge, won if. and thus demon 
titrated lo hts child that the law can he brat lf 
a question does arise about the child's guilt or 
innorensr. a parent, of course, should in 


instigate and find the truth of the matter 
However if a parent shows that he has no 
respect for the law or the officer* enforcing 
the tis . his child will naturally develop the 
same feeling 


Cameron noted that there seems lo be little 
diversification between juveniles arrested as 


to their family background, neighborhood, or 
' respectability” In the community “This is 
especially true in drug cates," he explained. 
Unlike a lew years ago. Cameron said, there 
seems lo be no harrier between aes. age, 
race, or money. 


The sharpest rise in Juvenile arrests has 
or curred in the area of shoplifting Ii, 1975. 
four individuals under the age of ll were 
arrested on the charge In 1971. thai figure 
rose lo 17 Cameron cited a major reason for 
this increase in that Rushville'• merchants 
are now keeping a closer eye out for 
shoplifters, and are more likely to press 
charges when a suspected shoplifter is 
spotted 
Aa the problem becomes more 
prevalent, merchants will probably watch 
even closer, in order to protect their interests 


Rushville does not have a high percentage 
of its young people involved in illegal activity. 
or a high percentage of teen agers lagged as 
* Juvenile delinquents ” Rut this does not 
mean that the residents of the county should 
ignore the problem or feel that it is not in 
their interest,

HOLLYWOOD I UPI) - For 
centuries mankind has been 
fascinated by the mysteries 
surrounding the pyramid of 
Cneops al Gum ut Kgypt and on 
April lo television will seriously 
explore that ancient puzzle 
“Mysteries

Pyramid" doesn t solve any­ 
thing but it represents the first 
time an entire bour has been 
devoted to the only one of the 
seven wonders of the ancient 
world still standing 
Apparently the other sis will
